in  the  last  century  of  one  of  our  old  fam 
dies,  and  now  owned  by  a  gent  1  mian  who 
must  naturally  be  an  arcbieolo  fist  and  a 
preserver  of  past  recollectioi  s.  This 
house  has  its  peculiarities.  [Time  has 
ravaged  it  of  some  of  its  prist  jn^beauties, 
and  its  freshness  is  certainly  gdne.  It  is 
recorded  that  Washington  on  Ais  way  to 
Morristown  lodged  here  for  a  short  time: 
this  may  be  apocryphal,  but]  what  is 
the  use  of  legends  if  you  deslrov  them 
bv  insisting  on  proofs.  ‘  This  hduse,  built 
of  stone,  with  an  adjoining  wijig  of  the 
same  material,  has  been  allowed  to  stand, 
and  the  defacing  hand  of  time  has  not 
been  stayed ;  t  he  grounds  agouti  the  place 
once,  probably,  rich  in  beauty,  have 
sadly  deteriorated,  and  the  original  fence 
has  slowly  passed  by  degrees  to  the  de¬ 
based  use  of  tea  boiling,  until  now  a 
few  sticks  prominent  in  their  sojitariness; 
stand  ready  to  pierce  the  unwary  passer, 
and  serve  as  a  reminder  of  the  [beautiful 
past.  Now  doth  the  wilful  Jchoqlboy 
drive  the  vagrant  dog  close  up  to  the  an¬ 
cient  landmark  with  no  cruel  [interven¬ 
tion;  and,  yea,  lie  is  even  provided  with 
an  implement  of  chase  at  lihnd,  and 
needing  but  the  plucking, 

_A  great  fear  prevailed  som|  months 
since  as  a  load  of  timber  lay  near  this 
monument,  the  neighbors  dreading  lest 
the  owner  would  put  up  a  fence  some¬ 
what  similar  to  that  of  the  adjoining 
houses,  but  with  true  patriotism  he  de¬ 
ferred  blasting  the  rugged  beauty  of  the 
ruinous  place  by  repairs;  the  [wood  was 
used  in  renovating  the  prosaic  nuthouse. 

The  opportunity  given  to  olir  public 
should  not  be  overlooked  this ’coming 
summer,  as  the  owner  has  so  lolig  bowed 
to  the  public  opinion  in  allowing  us  to 
have  a  ruin,  that  we  cannot  expect  him 
to  furnish  that  commodity  |oo  long. 
Strangers  visiting  the  town  and  seeing 
this  place  might,  and  have,  misconstrued 
the  motive  that  kept  it  as  it  is£  and  it  is 
not  always  convenient  for  the  neighbors 
to  stand  and  explain  the  true  inlvardness. 

So  let  the  town  wake  up  and  give  the 
old  stone  house  on  Washington  Street  a 
celebration,  and  then  let  the  repairs  pro 
ueed.  Do  not  keep  the  owner!  too  long 
on  j  aiullsm  bent.

The  Mont  Saint  Michel. although  it  may 
be  henceforth  a  stranger  to  the  politician, 
has  had  the  past  few  days  thd  honor  of 
being  a  question  in  the  Chamber  of 
Deputies.  A  quarrel  has  arisen  between 
the  architects  and  the  engineers  upon 
the  subject  of  a  dyke  const oucted  be¬ 
tween'  the  coast  and  the  Mpnt  Saint 
Michel. 

The  engineers  find  it  perfect,  for  the 
good  reason  that  they  are  the  jiutimrs  of 
it;  the  architects  claim  that  It  shall  be 
demolished,  because  in  thf*ir  opinion,  the 
thwarted  sea  threatens  comiiig  destruc¬ 
tion  to  a  monument  of  great]  historical 
anil  artistic  value.  The  afTaik  is  inter¬ 
esting.  and  if  it  does  not  interest  equally 
every  body,  it  can  scarcely  leave  us  indif¬ 
ferent.  i 

Several  years  ago,  wishing  tA  go  over  a 
part  of  the  coast -line  of  Brittany,  in  order 
to  commence,  l  wandered  by  Aesign  into 
the  Ile-et-Vilaine  upon  the  rijstic  shores 
of  the  Couesnon;  pretty  riverjthat  takes 


with  that  of  nature,  that  one  might  be¬ 
lieve  the  massive  ramparts  <>f  the  enclos¬ 
ure,  the  steep  walls  of  the  Abbey,  the 
gothic  needles  of  the  Cathedral,  to  be  cut 
also  out  of  the  rock.  At*  low  tide,  when 
the  sea  goes  back  for  a  bout  three  leagues, 
caving  bare  an  immens&ravelly  stretch 
of  sable  gray,  Ane  imagines  that  he  sees 
before  him,  with  all  the  proportions  kept, 
one  of  the  scenes  of  fairy  land,  rising  up 
out  of  a  theatre. 

At  the  time  of  whieh  I  speak,  one 
went  up  the  mountain,  from  the  south 
side,  by  a  simple  pebbly  fond,  completely 
submerged  at  the  time  of  full  tide.  To¬ 
day,  since  1879,  a  dyke,  which  cannot  be 
submerged,  starts  from  Moidrey  to  the 
mouth  of  the  Couesnon,  joins  the  river  at 
the  entrance  situated  between  the  Tower 
of  the  King  and  that  of  the  (Squadron. 
At  high  title  the  famous  rock  is  no  more 
than  an  island,  but  an-  island  almost 
always  accessible  to  the  numerous  curious 
tourists  who  come  to  visit  “  La  Merveille.” 
This  is  what  one  calls,  and  with  just  title, 
the  most  important  part  of  the  Abbey 
buildings;  composed  of  three  stories  of 
added  structures,  containing  the  crypt, 
the  magnificent  Hall  of  the  Chevaliers, 
and  the  Cloister.  One's  admiration  is  di¬ 
vided  between  the  fine  sculpturing  of  two 
hundred  and  twenty  columns  anil  the  ex¬ 
tended  panorama  that  one  views  from  the 
windows.

SONABLK.NKSS  OF  CHRISTIANITY,  by 

Charles  Nordhoff.  New  York:  Harper 

A  Bros.,  1883;  pp.  228. 

Mr.  Nordhoff,  in  a  most  unpretend 
ing  and  simple  manner,  has  made  this 
little  work  precisely  what  all  earnest  and 
right-minded  parents  would  wish  to  pos¬ 
sess.  It  is  written  in  his  line,  lucid  way — 
a  way  which  won  the  love  of  this  present 
reviewer  far  back  in  the  old  times  when 
Nordhotfs  “Man-of-War  Life,"  with  its 
two  companions,  “Merchant  Life"  and 
“  Whaling  Life,”  fetched  the  young  sailor 
directly  into  literature.  Since  that  date 
his  pen  has  been  abundantly  busy.  He 
lias  given  us  studies  upon  Caliti 
upon  the  Communistic  Societies  of  the 
United  States;  and  upon  current  jKiliti- 
eal  questions  for  the  benefit  of  young 
people.  Besides  these  elaborate  works 
lie  has  written  a  book  of  itories,  and  has 
served  his  generation  as  one  of  that  noble 
army  whose  unknown  jiersonalities  .are 
constantly  consumed  in  the  fires  of 
journalism. 

But  he  may  well  be  glad  to  have  writ¬ 
ten  this  little  pure-hearted  book  about 
God  ami  the  Future  Life.  He  does  not 
blink  the  hard  questions,  but  meets 
them  handsomely,  dealing  with  “  Faith 
and  Science,”  the  “  Limits  of  Specula¬ 
tion,”  “Miracles,”  “The  Mystery  of 
Pain, "  and  cognate  topic*.  In  fact*  it  is 
these  very  problems  which  have  led  him 
to  supplement  and  simplify  Paley  and 
other  writers  of  the  last  generation. 

Our  sincere  commendation  goes  with 
the  book.  People  whose  children  ask 
hard  questions,  and  who  are  by  no  means 
clear  what  they  do  behave  themselves, 
had  better  pay  its  slight  cost  and  secure 
it  for  quiet  reading  and  ready  reference.
